Looking Back and Driving Ahead 


As Ridley's 115th year draws to a close, so the 
year of transition of Headship concludes. This 
has been a time of absorption, reflection and 
challenge as the experiences posed by education 
in a different continent sink in. 


The novelty of watching a different approach 
exemplified by the Ontario Academic 
Curriculum, of enjoying totally new sports and of 
watching the visible pride of Ridleians nearing 
graduation have all been refreshingly different. 
So are the traditions, with the remarkable vision 
of the 98th Cadet Inspection being pre-eminent. 
It was a magnificent pageant with a fine speech 
from the Brigadier-General and even an unex- 
pected, well-deserved half-holiday, granted as a 
token of appreciation at the spectacle. 


The key to preservation of any tradition is to ask 
what value it has in a society where change is an 
acknowledged fact. Tradition means a host of 
different things to different people. Memory 
passes it on, sometimes adding on extra ele- 


ments in the process. Some traditions fall 
anachronistically by the wayside. Others gain in 
strength, a cultural norm passed on by succeed- 
ing generations, valuable in that they become 
coherent precedents, influencing the present and 
thus, in turn, inspiring the future. 


Now Ridley is embarking on a full scale strategic 
planning process facilitated by Georgina Black 
(OR'85) and her firm TkKMC. It is vital to involve 
as many different stakeholders in this process as 
we can. Throughout the next six months, we seek 
discussion and debate so that we can achieve the 
vital consensus to inform the present, having val- 
ued our past. This way we can be collectively 
united in inspiring the future as Ridley enters a 
fourth era of its history. Naturally, we hope any- 
one with positive views to contribute to the infor- 
mation gathering procedure will feel able to play his 
or her part. 


As we drive forward, so we do so thankful for the 
service of a number of truly faithful individuals

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from the Ridley community. In one 
splendid afternoon, the Bishop of 
Niagara acknowledged the depth of 
thirty-seven years’ service by Chris 
Loat through awarding him the Order 
of Niagara. Two minutes later it was 
the turn of Gerry Shantz as he was 
made an honorary Canon following 
his twenty-four years of spiritual care 
to Ridley. These two exemplify the 
integrity of all those others who also 
move on leaving their names indelibly 
printed in the annals of Ridley. Here 
the eighteen years of Peggy Lampard 
as the right hand of five different 
Headmasters, twenty-four years of 
Maureen McLaughlin in the Art 
Department and fifteen years' school 
mastering of Paul Lafrance are 
notable. Furthermore, thirty-six years 
from Ken Sweeney is a fitting 
reminder of the invaluable work and 
dedication of all support staff. With 
George Thielman and Doug Wilson 
also retiring from Ridley, it is a privi- 
lege to salute their dedication to the 
whole community. 


So the graduation year of 2006 beck- 
ons optimistically. There will be many 
new faces ready to absorb the best of 
traditions, eager to learn the habits 
which should last for a lifetime but, 
above all, open to that tenuous mar- 
riage of evolution which combines 
tradition with progression. Allegedly, 
it was an 18th century German plea 
which sums it up: "God grant me the 
serenity to accept things I cannot 
change, the courage to change things 
I can and the wisdom to know the dif- 
ference." In bidding farewell and 
good fortune to the Class of 2005, the 
virtue of such open-mindedness is no 
bad motto for life.

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Ridley Jazz “A’ Band wins Silver at Nationals 


It's has been one of those frus- 
trating yet very rewarding years. 
This year marked the return of 
many of the regulars in the Jazz 
Band which allowed for a quick 
start and a foundational reper- 
toire for impending performanc- 
es. Those new to the band were 
quickly brought up to speed 
although they had a hard time 
catching their breath due to the 
calibre of the players and the 
ensemble as a whole. Christmas 
time proved to be an opportune 
time to play for the elderly 
although it was a battle getting 
the band out due to the many 
commitments the students were 
obligated to fulfill. It was, how- 
ever, worth the effort when we 
saw the smiles of our audience 
and received the accolades of 
praise. 

The Band then enjoyed a well 
deserved break at Christmas 
knowing that the Musicfest 
regionals and the musical - 
"West Side Story' were just 
around the corner. The Regional 


in February was a qualifying 
competition for the Nationals in 
May. The Jazz 'A' Band was defi- 
nitely prepared and won 'Gold' 
in the senior category while the 
Jazz 'B' Band won Silver + in the 
junior class, qualifying both 
bands for the Nationals for the 
next two years. Many of the 
members were now also 
involved in a complex and 
extremely difficult musical 
which tested their musicality to 
the limit and as usual, the stu- 
dents performed at a level even | 
could not have anticipated. At 
this point it became obvious the 
Jazz 'A' Band needed to prepare 
for the Nationals financially 
since funding was not readily 
available and there were many 
needs. Both Bands proceeded to 
record pieces for an anthology 
CD utilizing the Roland 2480 
Digital Recording Studio pur- 
chased by the Music Department 
with funds supplied by the 
Family Guild five years earlier. 
The CD was released in May and 


the response from students and 
staff was overwhelming resulting 
in the sale of over 250 copies in 
two weeks, the first 200 in three 
days. With the help of the 
Academic Field Trip Fund, the 
Activities Fund, Mr. and Mrs. 
Watson, Mr. Greg O'Hara, Arts 
Night proceeds and the CD 
sales, the Band was poised to 
represent the school at the 
Nationals in Richmond, B.C. 
The Jazz 'A' Band flew from 
Toronto on Friday, May 20th, 
competed on Saturday, May 21st 
winning 'Silver' at a competi- 
tion which boasted the involve- 
ment of over 9000 students from 
across Canada, and arrived back 
at Ridley on the night of Sunday, 
May 22nd. It was a delight for 
me to have the opportunity to 
teach these fine young people 
knowing that for the majority of 
them this was our last time to 
perform together after, for many, 
four years together as a band. It

RIDLEY LACROSSE 2005 - CISAA 
CHAMPIONS, ONTARIO "A" BRONZE 


MEDALISTS 


With a fresh injection of talent, the 2005 Tigers were 
hoping to roar to the top of the independent schools’ 
league this season. An early drubbing of local rival 
Lakeshore Catholic was a positive sign; unfortunately, 
Ridley staggered out of the CISAA starting gate in April, 
dropping matches to St. Andrew's and Upper Canada, 
albeit by narrow margins. With only 15 players on the 
team, the Tigers appeared to run out of steam late in the 
game, when the other teams, with rosters of almost 30 
players, were able to put fresh legs on the field. 

Nonetheless, the Tigers regrouped and reloaded, and 
finished the regular season with a 3-3 record (good 
enough for second spot, behind St. Andrew's). Along the 
way the Tigers performed well in their own eight-team 
invitational tournament, losing to a strong Holy Cross 
side in the final. In the CISAA playoffs, St. Andrew's fell 
victim to a much-improved St. Mike's team, while Ridley 
asserted its scoring punch in a win over UCC. In the 
championship match, team-leading scorer Jamie Lincoln 
'05 fired home five goals to pace the Tigers to the win, 
cementing Ridley's eighth CISAA championship in the 
past 12 years. 

At the All-Ontario championships in Oshawa in early 
June (which featured the top teams from the eight high 
school divisions in the province) the Tigers defeated 
Brampton Centennial 9-6. In the second game, Ridley 
faced a powerful squad from St. Peter's Catholic HS in 
Peterborough, and went down 15-10. (St. Peter's was 
edged by Holy Cross SS of St. Catharines in the tourna- 
ment's gold medal contest.) In the bronze medal game, 
Ridley held on to clip All Saint's Catholic SS of Whitby 11-9. 

Lincoln's blistering shot and lightning speed figured 
prominently in his stellar midfield play, while Tyler 
Burton '06 was a force on drawballs, and contributed his 
share of high-velocity goals. Graham Lowe '05 played

with passion on ground balls, and was a constant source 
of amusement to his teammates and coaches. At attack, 
Chris Smith '06, Jameson Wood '06, Fraser Chapman '05, 
Cale Forgues '05, and Mike Cho '05 gained confidence as 
the season progressed and made solid contributions.

Coaches Rodney Reimer and Derek Dunkley ‘87 were 
expecting a rebuilding year after 9 of 10 starters graduat- 
ed in 2004. However, Ist Boys Softball had a stellar sea- 
son, including a return trip to the CISAA finals to defend 
its league championship. 

The regular season began with a home tri-meet in the 
sleet against Royal St. George’s and Crestwood Prep. 
Ridley took both games, 16-4 and 14-6. The Tigers then 
hit the road for three games. Country Day was up first 
and the home side took a 17-16 lead into the last inning 
before Ridley rallied for 18 runs in the top of the 7th to 
take the game 34-17. A full day trek to Lakefield came 
next and the Tigers played one of their best games of the 
year, winning 17-10.

It is normal in the days, weeks and even months after 
the C.S.S.R.A. Championships to be posed with the ques- 
tion, how'd you do at “Schoolboy”? And in the last decade 
or so I'd find myself fighting to not sound too defensive as 
I would outline the challenges our young athletes face in 
pursuing their rowing goals. What you really hope for is 
that after long months of preparation your crew is able to 
line up with the best from across the country and when 
things got tough were able to dig down a bit deeper and 
deliver their best racing of the year. All of Ridley’s crews 
had their best races at “Schoolboy 2005”. 

Our on water success was rooted in a very solid winter 
training and ergatta season and our five wins at the 
Earlybird Regatta in late April was a nice reward for our 
efforts. The Mother's Day, Welland, Mercyhurst, London, 
and Ridley Sprints regattas were filled with wins and 
losses (learning experiences) but generally our coaches 
felt their crews were headed in the right direction. 

As the big weekend approached hundreds of crews

Friday’s racing saw an encouraging seventeen Ridley 
crews qualify to move on, even the undersized but 
fiesty Jr. Men's 66 kg 4+. Saturday’s competition was 
less kind and with the racing getting more fierce the Sr. 
Women's 63 kg 8+, Sr. Men’s 4+, Jr. Men’s 72 kg 8+, Jr. 
Women’s 59 kg 4+ and Jr. Men’s 66 kg 4+ were eliminated. 

Sunday the boat house filled up early as Ridley had 
five entries in the first eight races. Event #1 featured a 
gutsy silver medal performance by Jordan Rosely ‘05 
and Lukas Eick ‘06 in the Sr. Men’s double. This was 
followed by Ridley’s Sr. 72 kg 8+ which came fifth in 
what was perhaps the most hotly contested race of the 
day. 

In event #3 our Sr. Women’s quad (Liz Consky ‘06, 
Chandler Rumble ‘06, Kate Rickers ‘06 and Chelsea 
Macpherson ‘06) proved to be the class of the field 
dominating the race from start to finish.

As 2:24 pm approached our Jr. Men's double (Nick 
Chisholm ‘07 and Dan Ford ‘07) confidently backed 
their boat into the starting gates for the biggest race of 
their young rowing careers.

Ridley Cricket: A Wonderful Innings! 


The game of cricket is woven securely into the fabric 
of Ridley's history. It began with practices during the 
spring of 1890 and ended with its last significant 
games in 2001. Across that century plus, the school 
teams' fortunes repeatedly rose and fell but at the 
same time provided a remarkable number of champi- 
onships, inestimable promotional value both for the 
game and for the school and a host of indelible mem- 
ories for the players and coaches. 


Dr. Miller promoted (and often played) cricket vigor- 
ously in the early years because of the traditions of 
the game and the qualities which the game encour- 
aged — sportsmanship on and off the field, team spirit 
and unselfishness. The game, Miller believed, helped 
to mould the characteristics of the honourable boy- 
hood that he sought to create for the boys. 
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Cricket practices shifted from the old school grounds 
to the newly acquired western field across the canal 
in 1891. This prompted the building of the Cricket 
Shed which still stands, although relocated three 
times. The first inter-school game was a loss to T.C.S. 
in 1892 and it would be nearly two decades before 
Ridley would be acknowledged as “a cricket school” 
when the Senior XI won its first 'Little Big Four' 
championship. This victory in 1911 prompted board 
chairman George Gooderham to sponsor the first and 
many memorable cricket tours especially in the 1920s 
and 1930s. From the first tour of western Ontario in 
1912 to the last to Trinidad in 1988, there were no less 
than 32 separate ventures abroad. Trips to Bermuda, 
Jamaica, western Canada and England dot Ridley's 
cricket history. 
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Some great Ridley names emerged with the game over 
the years. Most were connected with the 34 LBF champi- 
onship and shared championship teams. Sandy 
Somerville's 212 not out vs. Hamilton in 1921 still stands 
as a schoolboy record and the participation of W.E.N. Bell 
'28, Clarke Bell '30, Phil Seagram '31, Ralph Ripley '33 
and coach H. C. Griffith on the team of Canadian crick- 
eters sponsored by the Hon. R. C. Matthews which toured 
England in 1936 are early highlights. 


In the post Griffith era, Ed Burn provided the spirit of the 
game and a steady stream of players coming up from the 
Lower School in the 1960s. One of these was Brian 
Iggulden '67 who was captain of the Senior XI LBF cham- 
pionship team in his final year. Brian was also captain of 
the Ontario Cricket team and led the Canadian Colts ona 
tour of English schools in 1967. It was Jack Aylott who 
kept the flame alive in the 1970s at the school. In 1972 
Captain Paul Iggulden led a shared championship team 
as did Graham Fowle in 1976. There were, in fact, four 
championships in the 1970s and five foreign tours. 


In the 1980s, with more reliance on players from the 
Caribbean and Britain who had some experience, there 
were two tours but only one (and final) championship in 
1984 led by John Crawford and Patrick Nield. In the 
1990s, the game was in survival mode. Chris Loat '62 did 
a masterful job of coaching and promoting the sport but 
a proliferation of other spring sports, a shortage of expe- 
rienced players and the complete decline of the game in 
Ontario schools sealed its fate at Ridley. Brian Iggulden 
concludes: 


“I feel very fortunate that I caught cricket while it was still 
in its glory years at Ridley. The best athletes at the school 
played cricket in the third term, the two best cricket coach- 
es in Canada (Ed Burn and Jack Aylott) were our mentors 
and they taught us so much more than the intricacies of 
the game. The summer opportunities we gained to travel 
across Canada, to the U.S. and to England were exception- 
ally enriching experiences and to play a game that offered 
cerebral, strategic challenges as well as athletic ones was 
particularly fulfilling. Once the the new sports of modern 
Ridley (rowing, lacrosse, golf and tennis) were available 
the death of cricket was guaranteed. If they had been 
offered while we were schoolboys, most of us might have 
chosen a different game but for those of us who got to play 
cricket, and to play at an outstanding level, we would 


>) never regret our choice. It was indeed a wonderful innings.”

The Family Guild Wish List 


At the first meeting of the Ridley College “Women's Guild” in 1923, 
Mr. H.C. Griffith, then Principal of Upper School, stated that his 
hope was that “the Guild will prove itself to be a great boon to 
Ridley in many ways and incidentally that it may be of benefit to 
the members by bringing them together from time to time for a 
common purpose, the furtherance of the work of the school”. He 
also suggested that the Memorial Chapel would be a suitable tar- 
get for their special efforts, as much needed still to be done for it to 
be complete. That was the beginning. 

Since that initial year, when membership for mothers of boys 
and Old Boys, and wives of Old Boys was $1, there have been many 
changes and much accomplished by the Guild. There is no longer 
any membership fee, and all parents and past parents are wel- 
comed as members, including men, as the Guild since the late 90's 
became the Ridley College “Family Guild”. Fundraising efforts over 
the years have been many and varied: cocktail parties by various 
Branches, sales of Ridley crested items, dances, sales of cookbooks, 
clothing exchanges, and of course the unforgettable Big “R” 
Bazaars - held from 1980 to 1988. 

In 1993, the Campus Co-op Store was opened, with the co- 
operation and support from the Family Guild, not only as an outlet 
for textbook and uniform purchases, but also for sales of sundry 
items for boarders and day students while on campus. The 
Campus Co-op is now the primary means by which the Guild rais- 
es funds. The store is staffed by one full time and one part time 
person (who are school employees), plus many Family Guild vol- 
unteers. Revenue for the Guild comes from the sale of all goods 
other than uniforms and textbooks and includes stationery sup- 
plies, sundries, non-uniform Ridley clothing, snacks and drinks, 
and jewelry and mementoes. 

The funds raised each year are distributed via the “Wish List”. 
The staff submits requests by the end of January each year for 
items they would like to purchase for their departments, which are 
not included in their school budget. The requests are reviewed 
and pared down by the school administration, and then by the 
Family Guild Wish List Committee, chaired by the Treasurer. Every 
effort is made to distribute funds proportionally between Middle 
and Upper School, and an amount is always set aside for Family 
Guild Bursaries and Scholarships. Requests are extremely varied, 
ranging from sports equipment to motivational speakers to 
Library renovations and much more. 

There have been many changes since its inception in 1923, but 
the Guild has always continued in all its endeavours to further the 
work of the school and support the students in any way possible.

We require 
benches at the west side of Alumni Hall 
and in front of the 2nd Century Building, 
in the Dean’s House and Merritt quad, 
and in front of the Mandeville, 
Gooderham, Arthur Bishop and 
Leonard Houses. The cost of a bench is 
$1,500. 


TREES The Ridley campus is one of 
the most picturesque in the country. The 
campus is divided into zones and each 
zone requires a different level of dona- 
tion ranging from $300 to $1,200. You 
choose a zone, and the species of tree 
according to the master plan and for 
years the graduate's tree will enhance 
the beauty of the Ridley campus. 


THEATRE SEATS The jewel of 
the 2nd Century Building is the 
Mandeville Theatre. Seats in the 
Mandeville Theatre can be purchased for 
$350. A brass plaque with the student's 
name and years at Ridley is fixed to the 
edge of the seat.

Sir Richard M. Gorham’‘35 is possibly one of the most decorated WWII airmen 
in the world. He has numerous medals and awards and was knighted a few 
years ago. There is a room in the Museum of Army Flying in Middle Wallop, 
Hampshire, England that is dedicated to Sir Richard’s achievements. But in a 
profile published in the Bermuda Royal Gazette to mark the 60th Anniversary of 
VE day, Sir Richard states that his first time flying “scared the hell of of me.”
